ADVISORY REVIEW: 132 ARLINGTON STREET - CONSTRUCTION OF
NINE ROWHOUSES ON EXISTING PARKING LOT.

Members of the development team including David Goldman, Jonathan Garland and
Dennis Kanin presented images of existing conditions, neighborhood context and
plans for the proposed project. The commission agreed that the project was consistent
with the commission’s guidelines for new construction and appropriate for the
district. The commission appreciated the fact that the project was consistent with
zoning and that it complimented the character of the neighborhood. The commission
asked that the cornice be studied to determine if a continuous cornice or a cornice that
differentiated each residential unit would be most appropriate. In addition, the
commission asked for more detail on the color and thickness of the proposed metal
cladding. The commission also discussed the rooftop mechanical equipment and if
roof decks will be considered in the future. The development team indicated that roof
decks are not currently planned; however, if roof decks are considered in the future
the commission will be contacted.
